Ing interests of England kept jac 
with the constantly increa ing popu 
tation, supplied the home nr arket wih 
the produce of their farms in ¢x 
change for clothing, implerrents end 
wares of British factories. By ths 
Interchange of commcdities whi h ws 
carried on, the rural population s 
taining the cities and the ciies co - 
tributing to the prosperity of the a ri 
culturists, for more than two cen 
turies a flourishing and steadiiy in- 
proving condition 
tained. In 1836 while protection pre 
vailed, the imports of farm product 
for home consumption amounted 
only $4,243,225. After the ado; tion «{ 
free trade in 1846 they increaced to! 
$219,692,085 in 1860, continuing un i 
by 1890 there were brought into th 
United Kingdom from foreign coun- 
tries and consumed there the enor- 
mous sum of $599,728,940. A la ge 
part of the products included in the ¢ 
figures might under protection have 
been produced in the United Kingd m, 


and would have given empl_yment and | 


support to a vast population. Pu ely on 
@ basis of national econo:ny, Mr. Cur 
tiss thinks the destruction of English 
agriculture has proven most unwi e. 


The yearly consumption of about $605, | 


000,000 of agricultural pr-duce which 
might be raised on English soll, ne 
Bays, is an absolute loss of that amo nt 
in the United Kingdom. Deducting th: 
proportion which would go to the 
Government in tax rates, at least {600.- 
000,000 would be added to the cur- 
rent income, which would increase h 
purchasing power of the Engli h peo 
ple. Were this vast sum add d an- 
nually to the produce of the soil of 
the country, it would increase the 
value of real estate, induce improve- 


ment and thereby add to the permun- | 


ent wealth. 

Sir James Caird and other witres:es 
before a Royal Commission on this 
subject some years ago showed that 
in less than forty years o! free tiade 
in Great Britain millions of’acres had 
gone out of cultivation. The land is 
half and poorly tilled and “is fast de- 
wenerating into prairie, while the 
powerful and ingenious race of hus- 
bandmen have turned into unskilled | 
and starving drudges in the towns or 
paupers in the workhouse. 

A Free Trader's Views 

Even such an eminent free trade 
economist as Henry Fawcett rees lit- 
tle hope for the English farmer, He 
describes their condition as follows: 
“There are few classes of workmip 
who in many respects are so thorough- 


ly wretched as the English agricu.- | 


tural laborers. They are in many re- 
spects so miserably poor that if they 
were converted into slaves to-morrow 
{t would be for the interests of their 
owners to feed them far better t!an 
they are at present. Throvghout large 
agricultural districts not a single ag: 
ricultural laborer will be found who 
has saved so much as a week's wages. 
A life of toiling and incessant indus- 
try offers no other prospects than a 
miserable old age.” Written soine 
years ago these remarks apply to a 
considerable extent even today, al 
though some improvement has taken 
place during the past few years. It

The increase in Winnipeg's factcry 
output for the past ten yeais show- 
that considerable attention is bein 
directed to industries in the West. 14 
1900 the value of the mi. .actured 
output Was $8,606,248; in 1905 it had 
increased. to $18,983,248; and in 191. 
the Industris] Burcau cinsus gave 
$36,000,000 as the total, In the 267 
factories now operating there are 1/,- 
500 hands employed, while $30,C00 0) 
is invested in capital. ‘The iron, str.c 
tural steel, brass foundries and ma 
chine shops employ over 4,000 hands. 
Following the iron industry, othr 
manufacturers rank, according to t:e 
number of employees, as foliows: Em- 
ploying from 2,000 down to 200 hands 
in each—brick, pressed stone, cement 
products, printing and publishing 
trade, lumber, mill work, clothi.g, 
brewing and milling, abattoir and 
packing house, metal, tin, galtanized 
iron and wire fence work, paints a d 
oils, milling and other cereal iiues, 
biscuit and confectionery lines, har- 
ness and saddlery. This shows plain- 
ly that the city of Winnipeg is grow- 
ing industrially. The Provincial re 
turns show that seventy-one charters 
for purely industrial companies were 
Issued in 1911, with a combined 
authorized capital of $7,(95,000, Win- 
hipeg being named as the headquar- 
ters of each company reg stered. Not 
only have new companies locat.d, bu 
older indusitial firms have tound 1 
necessary to extend their wordin_ 
capital to take care of the grow.n:
